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INTRODUCTORY  REMARKS  BY  CHIEF   INSPECTOR 

Colorado  produced  less  coal  in  1954  than  in  any  year  since  1889  as 
shown  in  the  81 -year  chart  within  this  publication.      The  decrease  over 
1953  is  comparable  to  the  general  decrease  in  other  coal  producing 
states,    but  regardless  of  replacements  of  coal,    it  is  feasible  to  antici- 
pate a  marked  increase  within  the  next  few  years  by  the  development 
of  new  industrial  plants  dependent  on  coaL 

Numerous  reports  have  been  prepared  during  the  past  year  on  request- 
ed information  in  various  coal  fields  in  Colorado  with  the  hope  that  it 
may  assist  in  the  location  of  plant  sites  within  our  state.      As  there  is 
no  State  Department  of  Geology  or  Technical  Research,    it  has  required 
much  preparation  which  will  be  retained  within  the  permanent  files  of 
this  department. 

In  1954,    the  158  coal  mines  in  Colorado  employed  2,  878  men  an  aver- 
age of  154o  8  days  per  mine,    with  a  daily  production  of  6.6  tons  per 
miner.      The  year  closed  with  a  total  of  3  fatal  accidents  and  86  non- 
fatal injuries,    showing  an  improvement  in  the  safety  record  of  all  coal 
mines  in  the  state.      The  fatality  rate  per  million  man-hours  worked  was 
Oo  84  in  Colorado  coal  mines  during  1954;  the  rate  of  all  coal  mines  in 
the  nation  was  1^01  for  the  same  period.      On  a  production  basis,    Colo- 
rado -  1.02  million  tons  of  coal  per  fatality  compared  to  0,94  for  all 
coal  mines  in  the  United  States. 


Of  the  production  of  2,922,365  tons  of  coal,    about  59%  was  mechanical- 
ly mined  and  loaded  and  8%  electrically  undercut  but  hand-loaded  onto 
mechanical  devices  =      There  are  50  mines  in  which  no  machinery  is 
used,    most  of  which  are  small  operations. 

Coal  in  this  state  is  mined  under  an  outstanding  variance  in  geological 
formation,    working  level  to  vertical  seams  ranging  from  two  to  sixty 
feet  in  thickness  =      About  25%  of  the  operating  mines  are  classified  as 
gaseous. 

Mine  Fires:     Reoccurrences  at  three  mines,    the  New  Castle  and  Sun- 
light  in  Garfield  County  which  resulted  in  sealing  the  affected  areas,  and 
the  old  Streeter  in  Moffat  County  which  was  immediately  re-sealed.    The 
Hi -Way  Mine  in  Boulder  County  was  abandoned  and  permanently  sealed 
due  to  a  tipple  fire  which  completely  destroyed  the  hoisting  shaft.

Gas  Inflow:     Oliver  #2  Mine  in  Gunnison  County,    permanently  sealed 
in  October  due  to  an  excessive  inflow  of  gas  released  by  a  heavy  bump 
which  endangered  further  operation.      All  equipment  was  recovered  un- 
der the  supervision  of  this  department. 

Ignition  of  explosive  gas  at  the  I.  H,  I,    Mine  #3  in  Garfield  County  in 
April  partially  burned  two  men  when  a  gas  feeder  was  tapped  while 
they  were  drilling  boreholes  with  an  electric  drill o 

The  State  Historical  Department  has  completed  microfilms  of  the  an- 
nual reports  of  this  department  from  1882  through  1953,    which  will 
be  permanently  filed  in  the  State  Archives.      The  History  Books  show- 
ing the  complete  available  record  of  each  mine  known  to  operate  in 
Colorado  will  be  filmed  within  the  coming  year.      The  valuable  records 
will  be  preserved  in  fireproof  files. 

During  1954  the  U.S.    Bureau  of  Mines  trained  1,607  persons  in  First 
Aid,    15  in  Mine  Rescue  and  54  supervisors  in  Accident  Prevention. 
There  are  10  active  chapters  of  the  Holmes  Association:     The  Allen, 
Frederick  and  Morley  mines  in  Las  Animas  County;  the  Harris, 
Hayden  Valley,    Keystone,    Oak  Hills  and  Osage  Strip  Chapters  in  Routt 
County;  the  Hi- Coal  Chapter  in  Moffat  County;  and  the  Frank  Yandall 
Chapter  at  Glenwood  Springs. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  safety  record  of  the  Boulder  Valley  #3 
and  Baum  mines,    now  connected  as  one  mine,    which  operated  through 
the  year  year  with  no  lost-time  accidents;  and  to  the  Red  Wing,    the 
Osage  and  Edna  Strip  mines,    all  of  which  appear  on  the  Honor  Roll.
